MISSION ‘YU ‘THE SANDWICH ISLANDS. 

We know of no Mission that has hitherto left 
this country, which has excited such general inte- 
rest and prumpted so many prayers as that to the 
Sandwich Islands. It owes its origin to the fact 
that two lads, natives of Owhyhee, about 9 years 
since were providentially brought to our shores,by 
Capt. Brintoall, of New-Haven, and that.in that 
town iwo young gentlemen faithtully instructed 
them in the great truths of the Christian religion. 
One of the lads, lienry Obovkiah, early became a 
convert to Christianity, and gave the most satis- 
factory evidénce of personal piety.’ He and one 
of his teachers, the much lamented Mills, who, if 
ne had lived, Was to have led the Mission to Owhy- 
lee, have been summoned toa tiobler service. The 
other, ‘Lhumas Hopoo, has been a member of the 
church of Chrigt:abeut five y rs. In his whole 
deportment, th®“ observer GistOvers evidence of 
piety, which leaves the mind:at rest. Tis other 
teacher, Rev. Edwin W. Dwight, of Richmond, the 
author of the “* Life of Obookiah,” has a right to 
rejoice in witnessing the fruit of his labours. He 
and his friend continued their benevolent exer- 
lions towards the two-youths from time to time,! 
until they were placed at “The Foreign Mission 
School” in Cornwall. There Mr. Dwight was 
their official instructor until a short time before 
the death of Obvokiah. What encouragement is 
here given to the Christian to obey every impulse 
of benevolent fecling, and to “do good unto alk 
men as he has opportunity.” 

Lhe individuais connected with the Mission as- 
sembled in this towa during the last week. ‘They 
conrist of nineteen natives of America; seven 
gentlemen with their wives, and five children; and 
four natives. of the Sandwich Islands. Their 
names, places of residence, and uccupations, are 
us follows:

At the close 
of his address tO the audience, Hopoo, ia avery 
happy manner, begved leave to say a few words to 
five of his covntr¥men just arrived from Owhyhee, 
who were sittiigin~one 6f'the pews immediately 
below him. ‘Tie address was im the langaaze of 
his country, and occupied 10 or 12 ininutes’ It 
was delivered with great freedom and energy.— 
After a prayer by tie Rev. Mr. Fisk, (one of the 
Missionaries to Jerusalem, the exercises were 
canciuded with the Anthem eutitled Melton Mow- 
bray, performed in superivur style. The contri- 
vutions en Friday evening and Saturday morning 
amounted ‘to upwards of two hundred doilars. 
<On the Sabbath at 4 P. M. alter the close of Di- 
vine service, at the request of the newly constita- 
ded Church, the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper 
was administered in Park Street Church. ‘The 
members of that Church, of the Oid South Charch, 
of the Church in Essex Street, aud many members 
of other churches in and vut of town, united with 
their brethren and sisters of the Missionary Caurck 
in commemorating the dying love of their common 
Lord aud Saviour, for tac last time on this side of 
the grave.

May we 
not hope that the incorruptible seed which has 
been thus} sown, in this part of the Lord’s vineyard 
will, through his quickening grace, bring forth a 
rich harvest of righteousness on earth, and glory 
in heaven ? We know that in all ages this divine 
word has been the mighty instrument of rescuing 
the lost posterity of Adam from “ darkness and 
the shadow of death,” and of conducting them to 
the land of eternal light, life, and joy. Even now 
its triumphs are pealing in our ears from every 
quarter of the globe, announcing the liberation of 
multitudes of our fellow-men from the most pollut- 
ing and ferocious idolatries, and their transforma- 
tion into meek and holy subjects of the Prince of 
Peace. That similar effects will be produced by 
its distribution here, no consistent believer in the 
Gospel can doubt, but must, with hopes strongly 
confiding in the promise of his Lord, assuredly 
expect.

We have here some of the exceilent 
vtthe earth. No place in A-nerica, perhaps, ai 
soearly a period of its existence, has afforded 
betier society than this dues A little more than 
two years siuce, nt was a wilderoess. It now con 
(alas More than three thousand inhabitants. 

The Presbyierian chureh is much the most re 
spectable as to numbers. ‘There are some M: 
‘hodists, and some Baptists. I preach hered u 
inrec-fitths ofthe time, for which L am promised 
eight hundred dollars. I have considerable ep- 
puriuuily to cide into the cugatry, and have be- 
come tolerably well acquainted withits situation 
[o a religious puint of view, i is deplorable. — 
'‘Phese are butihree or four ministers of our order 
in the state, which cootains a buodred tayusand 
inhabitants. ‘Phe harvest truly is great, but the 
labourers are few. Let us pray theato the Luru 
ofthe barvest, that he would send labourers into 
his vineyard. [have lateiy made a tour through 
the Mississippi, and found that state almost as des- 
iitute of regular preachers as this. I visited Nat. 
chez ; preached there ; also at Washington: oo 
ihe Amite, Pearl, Loaf, Chickesakay civers. 1 
spent eighi days at the last place, preached seven 
lines, baptized eleven ehildren, and married one 
couple: so you see I am not idle in my travels. 
Lihok I never saw better attention given to 
preaching than I bere witnessed. Many of the 
inhabitants are professors of the Presbyterian or 
der, and mostly from North Carolina. ‘They 
have been long destitute uf Guspel privileges, are 
very aoxious to obtain preacbers, aod would su)- 
port them well,

But much as it concerns man to know if there is 
a Way provided for removing his guilt, he is alse 
as much concerned to know if there is any way 
provided for destroying sin in his seal; and he will 
anxicusty enquire—does the Bible reveal and 
pot out such a way? Li does—and this is the 
2nd Tntrinsic excellency of the Scriptures, 
Which the Apostle enumerates in my text: they 
are profitable, says he, for“ reproof” How, aud 
by what means they are so, E shall now endeavour 
to pointout. That sin is the seed of misery in the 
soul, and that man can never be happy until it is 
extirpated, has veen, and still is, the ianguage of 
all menkinds; and various have been the methods 
which those who have not the Bible, and those 
who have it, yet reject if asa revelation from God, 
have adcpted for this purpose. ‘The unbelieving 
Jew, not understanding the typical meaning of the 
Mosaic dispensation, supposes that sin will be ex- 
petied from his soul by a strict observance of the 
washings and purifications enjoined by that dis- 
pensation. The followers of Mahomet, also, sup- 
pose that the same cffect will be produced by at- 
tendiog to the wathings and purificatious enjoin- 
ed by that imposter ‘he poor Hindoe, as feeble 
in mind as in body, bathes his body in the waters 
of the Ganges, with the same expectation. And 
the votaries of the Church of Rome, from whom 
the Bible is taken away, expect to become holy by 
observing the fastings prescribed by that superstu- 
tiuus CLurch, or by retiring from the world into 
nunneries, monasteries or deserts. The modern 
infidel, whese mind has been enlightened and ex- 
pended, by the knowledge of the liberal sciences, 
which Christians have discovered, and ina great 
degree perfected, has collected a few detached 
precepts from the writings of Hume, Shaftbary, 
Bolingbroke, Voltaire, Rosseau and others, anu 
tells us that by a due application of our reasoning 
powers and a diligent observance of those pre- 
cepts, (the better part of which, however, have 
been pilfered from the Bible, though they have not 
‘honesty enough to acknowledge it,) vice will be 
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| Philosophy. then, falsely so called, has had its full 
iswing, and instead of ameliorating the hearts and 
lives of those who embraced it, left them a hundred 
fold more the children of Hell than it found them. 
But i¢ may, perbaps, be thought that the pure and 
mild philosophy of Christianity would have the de- 
sired effect : and does not the Apostle intimate as 
much when he says, in our text, that * All Serip- 
ture is given by inspiration of God, and is profita- 
ble for doctrine, for reproof, fur correction, and foe 
instruction in righteousness—ihat the man of God 
may be perfect, and thoroughly furnished to ail 

ood works.” ‘Ehat the Bible is a perfect rule of 
faith and practice, is indeed a glorious and exhila- 
rating truth; but such is the moral blindness of 
the human mind, and such the depravity of the 
heart, that of itself, notwithstanding all its glory 
and perfection, it is incompetent to illaminate the 
one and to rectify the disorders of the other. The 
convinced sinner, who has seen something of his 
guilt, and felt sumething of the desperate wicked- 
aes’ Of his heart and of his moral impotency, may 
be now ready to say,“Is there no hope in this 
lamentable case ?—No antidote against this mor- 
(al poison %” — Blessed be God, there is, and bless- 
ed also be bis name for the Bible that reveals this 
fautidote. Lhe Bible tells us that in consequence 
of the death, resurrection, and ascension of Christ, 
the Holy Spirit, the third person of the ‘Trinity, 
and to whom also the attributes of Deity are 
ascribed, is sent into the world and the Church in 
a peculiar manner, and for peculiar purposes— 
namely, to enlighten the darkened mind of the 
sinner, and to purify his impure heart; and that 
this Holy Spirit, in al his illuminating and purify- 
ing influences, “is given of the Father to all who 
ask him.’ “ But the Comforter,” says Christ, to 
his disciples, * who is the Holy Ghost, whom the 
Father will send in my name, he shall teach you 
all things.” John xiv. 20. “ And it is expedient for 
you,” he adds, “that I go away; for if I go not 
away the Comforter wiil not come unto you: but 
if [depart [ will send him unto you. And when 
he #3 come he will reprove the worid of sin, of 
righteousness, and of juavgment to come.” The 
promise of the Father to give the Spirit toall wha 
ask him in the name of Christ, and the character 
of the Spirit himself, afford the highest possible 
encouragement to every sinner to put his heart

the deistical philosophers of Europe at the com 
mencement of the French Revolution, that should 
we throw away the Bible and submit ourselves to 
their instructions, the world would soon became 
regenerated——a pharse which they borrowed from 
the Bible, and impiously applied to themselves and 
their spurious philosophy. 

Weil—Gcd, for wise ends no doubt, allowed the 
full experiment to be made. He left the inhabi- 
tants of Gesmany, and particularly of Feance, to 
themselves aud co the guidance pt these philoso- 
pliers, or rather philosophists. to France the ua- 
tivnal assembly by aa edict abalished the Chris- 
lish religion, shut up thetr churches, tied the Bi- 
b'e to the tail ef an ass, draged it in) derision 
through the streets of Paris, and then burned it by 
the hands ¢f the public executioner. 

And whit was tne consequence? The regene- 
ration of the people, was it? No!—But tie most 
atrecious aud unparalleled wickedness that ever 
Wus perpetrated unger the face of the sun. Ail 
the bends cf divine and human obligation were 
dissolved, and these regenerated Infidels, as they 
stylod themselves, like as many ferocious tigers, 
asruiled each other with dagger and pistel ia pri- 
vate—plied the gullatine, day and bight in pubiic 
in lopping off each others heads—turned France 
into au Aceldama or field of blood—and under the | 
impusing mask of offcring liberty to them despoil- 
ed and tyrandsed over the neighvouring states that 


is omnipotent, then he can break the hardest and 
stoniest heart: and as he is amniscient, then there 
is no lust nor corruption that can elude his all- 
searching and penetrating eye. In the Bible we 
are further informed, that although the doctrines 
and precepts therein contained are incompetent, 
of themselves, to impart any saving illumination 
tv the mind and renewing efficacy to the heart; 
yet they are the medium through which tke Holy 
Spirit effects this mighty change: “for we are born 
again, (says the Apostle Peter,) not of corrupti- 
ble seed, but of incorruptibie? by the word of God, 
Which liveth aaa abideth-for ever.” By secretly 
dispostng the sinner to take a view of the moral 
law in is righteous but dreadful penalty—in its 
spiritual nature and uuvounded extent; the Spirit 
reproves hia of sin, and shows him the necessity 
of a better righteousness than his own, in order to 
justification befure God. “ By the law (says the 
Apostle Paul) is the knowledge of sin” “ And I 
had not known lust except the law had said, 
thow shait not covet.” By secretly disposing his 
mind also to take a view of the character of Christ, 
as deiineated by the Prophets and Evangelists, the 
enquiring sinner sees that his obedience unto death 
is jast that righteousness which the law as acove- 
nant demands: heace be is disposed to take shel- 
ter from the sword of iuflexible justice under the 
blood of his cross—and joyfully to exclaim with 
the same Apostle, “it is a faithful saying, aud 
worthy of all acceptation, that Jesus Christ came

into the world to save sinners, of whom I am the 
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chief.” As it is then the plan of infinite wisdom 
tu work by means ov secoml causes, im the king. 
dom of grace as well as the ‘kingdom of nature ; 
hence again the importance of the Scriptures as a 
mean to an end—-the important end of the sanctifi- 
cation of the heart; and it is in tits. sense that 
the word of God is“ quick and powerful, and 
sharper than any two-edged sword, piercing even 
to the dividing asunder of soul and spirit and the 
joints and marrow, and is a descerner of the 
thoughts aud intents of the heart.” When you 
send, then, a Bible to an ignorant enquiring sin. 
ner, you send hun the glad tidings of justification 
by faith in a Redeemer—and you direct him to the 
fountain opened to the house of David, anid to the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, for sin and for uncleaa- 
ness. 

The last argument in proof of the divine inspi- 
ration of the Scriptures, as deduced b7 the Apos- 
tle from their intrinsic excellency, as, that they 
are profitable for instruction in righteousness, that 
the man of God, whether minister or lay-believer, 
may be perfect and thoroughly fuenished unto all 
good works. 

Jesus, as we have seen, came into the world not 
only to save those who believe in his name from 
the guiltuf sin, but also tu save them from sia 
itself, by the efficacy of his Spirit through his 
word on their hearts. But this is not the whole 
of his great salvation: He came also to purchase 
mansions of eternal life and glory for them in 
heaven, at his father’s right hand, “that where he 
is, there they might be also.” Inte those man- 
siens sin can never enter, and therefore, righte- 
ousness, which imports not only the imputation of 
the merits of his obedience and blood to them— 
but a perfect freedom frone sin, is an indispensable 
requisite in the reason and fitness of things, for 
admittance into those holy and happy mansions, 
Fhis consideration naturally suggests the expec- 
tation, that the Bible which reveals Jesus and sal- 
vation by his blood, should contain a perfect 
standard of perceptive righteousness, “to be a 
lamp to the feet anda light to the paths of those 


who believe in his name.’—It does so—and. the 


standard is the moral law, which answers, not only 
the purpose of convincing the sinner of sin, butis 
a perfect rule of life, detailing the duties which 
we owe to man; and enforcing those duties by 
considerations and motives peculiar to the Bible 
itself. 

This law—this infallible standard of right and 
wrong, Christ himself sums up in two great pre- 
cepts—namely, to love the Lord our God with all 
our hearts, souls, minds, and strength, and our 
neighbours as ourselves ;. and need I tell you with 
what inimitable simplicity and incomparaole enet- 
gy he applies it in his sermon on the mount. 

Candid Infidels have been compelled to ac- 
knowledge, that there is not a code of ethics in all 
antiquity—in the writings of Seneca, of Confuci- 
us, of Sucrates, of Cicero, of Marcus Antonius, 
and others, who have professedly written on the 
subject of morals, to be compared to this simple 
system: of pure morality. Nor is there any thing 
on this: subject, in point of variety, purity and 
energy, found in the writings of either ancient or 
modern moralists, to be compared to the 12th and 
14th chapters of Paul’s Epistle to the Romans, and 
to-his 13th chapter of his Kirst Epistle to the Coria- 
thians, wherein that “charity,” or love to our 
neighbour, which ia the second table of the moral 
law, is exemplified, and applied in all its tender 
bearings, and sweet and purifying influences 00 
sucial life. Itis reported of Alexander Severus, 
one of the heathen Roman Emperors, that he was 
so struck with the application of this. heaveu-bora 
principle of love in those memorable words © 
Corist, in his sermon on the mount: © Whatsoevet 
ye would that men should do unto you, do ye ever 
so to them,” that he had them written in letters °

The deposition of so large 
a body would have led us to expect that some 
slight protuberance would have marked the spot 
where it was laid. ‘This was not the case, howe- 
ver, an uniform flat surface extended all around, 
and, if ever its grave was marked by an undulation 
at all, Time, that almighty leveller, has complete- 
ly worn it out. 

Since the discovery of the mammoth bones on 
the Ohio, we know of nothing in natural history 
at all to compare with this, and to us itis render- 
ed more interesting, as 1t proves that an animal, 
the species of which we presume we are still un- 
acquainted with, lived in a situation which could 
net have been accessible to it at any time since 
the commencement of the Christian era.

NATIVE COLLEGE IN INDIA. 


Letter from the Rev. Mr. Marshman, to’a gentle- 
man in this city, dated Serampore, March 8, 
1818. 

My Dear Sir—Let me entreat your kind accep: 
tance of the prospectus of a Qullege which we 
humbly trust will promote the cause which lies 
near your heart, in no common degree. Itis a 
College for the instruction of Native Christian 
youth ia the doctrines and duties of the gospel ; 
iu general history, geography, and western science; 
and in the grainmatical construction ‘of their own 
language, with a view of fitting them to spread the 
gespel throughout India. It mustbe obvious that 
the expense of supporting toreign Missionaries, 
‘their inability te sustain the heat of the climate, 
and many other circumstances, rende? it impossi- 
ble for a sufficient number to be sent forth to evan- 
gelize India. No country indeed has ever been 
evangelized by foreign Missionaries since the days 
of the Apostles ; nor indeed even where foreign 
Missionaries have first carried the gospel, as they 
must now do; but to spread it throughout the 
country must be the work ef ative converts, as 
it was in the days of the Apostles. The question 
is, shail they be assisted therein by enjoying the 
advantages all fureign Missionavies enjoy ; or left 
almost wholly ignorant of the gospel they must 
publish, the errors they mast combat, and even of 
ihe language in which they must preach? [am 
certain, iny dear sir, you will agree with us, in 
tnioking that they ought to enjoy every advantage 
we can furnish to them. Impressed deeply with 
this, as the Lord has given us a native Christian 
population, iu various parts of India, already ex- 
ceeding a thousand in nuinber, and increasing 
every year, we thought we ought tu lose no time 
in fuanding an Institutioa waich should coim- 
vine uli the advantages we are capable of commu- 
uicating to them. ln duing this we have contri- 
buted from our own iabour to the utmost extent 
of our ability, and are now Jooking to the friends 
of religion tu Britain and America for further 
help. We have purchased a suitable spot of 
ground, aad areabout to erect, with as little delay 
as possible, baudings thereon tor the accommoda- 
tion od a hundred native Christian students, of 
which number we have thirty aiready collected at 
tie Mission tlouse, aud uaderelemeucary instruc- 
tiou. Let us, my dear sir, intreat from you on 
this goud and mos: important work, that generous 
helping hand to which we have been aiready sv 
much indebted, and further, that you wouta. ve 
pleased to recommend it lo the notice of your aus 
merous and iiverai circle of tuteuds. A few acs 
of friendly generosity here, such as Amesicy Yas 
vften wituessed, woud vless Ladia to the iatest 
ages. Buti add no more, and intreat your fyr- 
giveness fur paving unposed su luug on your vaiu- 
abie time.

SPANISH MINES. 
From the Journal of General Pike. 


I had the curiosity to visit a silver mine, (says 
Mr. Pike,) and endeavoured to get the Spanish 
o"icers to accompany me, but always found them 
backward in those visits, deferring them to some 
future time. Attended by my friend Dr. Robin- 
so), 1 went one day through many of the furnaces 
near Chihuahua, and observed the manner which 
was pursued to analyze the mineral and extract 
the metal. Learnt that the one was brought in 
bays apon mules from the mine to the furnace, 
then ground or pounded into small pieces vot 
Jarger than a nut, and precipitated into water in a 
seive, which permitted the smaller particles, in 
the course of several progressive operations, to 
escape into a tub. From the partjcles which re- 
mained at the bottom of the tub, after it had been 
purified of the earthly particles, there was a pro- 
vortion of metal extracted by a nicer progress ; 

ut the larger parts were pat into a furnace, simi- 

lar to our iron furnaces; and, when in a state of 
fusion, was let out into a bed of sand prepared for 
it. In this bed the melted silyer was furmed into 
bars, about the size of our pig iron; averaging in 
value 2,500 dollars each. 

The gold was cast into a mould, something like 
a bowl, and stamped by the king’s assayers with 
its value; generally amounting to 8 or 10,000 
dollars. 

These bars of gold and silver are received into 
the king’s treasury in payment, and have a curren- 
cy through the country. But many of the owners 
of mines, having no use for their money, pile away 
their bars of gold and silver in their cellars ; where 
it remains for their posterity, of no service to 
themselves or the world. 

The annual product of all the mines 1s im- 
inense ; amounting to the astonishing sum of 14 
millions of dollars in gold, and 50 millions ia sil- 
ver; the king’s part of which is 12,000,000 of 
dollars. 

Yet, notwithstanding this abundance of the pre- 
cious metals, the necessaries of life, owing to the 
fertility of the soil, and the deliciousness of the 
climate, are cheaper than in any part of the U. 


States. For instance:

From the Aurora. 

We have received some detached papers, the 
Courier of the Oronoco, and have had some con. 
versations with persons of intelligence from that 
quarter, who give very promising information of 
tbe increasing confidence, and the familiarity of 
the public functionaries, with the forms of are 
presentative and responsible government. That 
section of the new world appears to develope 
mind aud talent in a measuce wholly unexpected 
in so short a period of experience—bat the ex 
ample of all modern revolutions in government 
has proved that great exigencies ere the periods 
in which genius is upfolded. The revolution in 
Englerd, which dethroned Charles I. was for 
the talents it unfolded in the cabinet and the field. 

The factions which grew out of the contentions 

of ambitious men, und the hearis of others sold to 
the Stuarts, discoloured and sunk the genius of the 
times ; but the writings of that period, and the 
principles developed during those convulsions, 
have served as teats to writers aud to politicians, 
friends of the rights of man, down to the present 
day. The Free Slate of Marchmont Need 
ham could not be strengthened by any new prin- 
ciple since developed. ‘Those principles had a 
sigoal influence in giving form and strength to 
the Bill of Rights xt the semi-revolution of 1688. 
which muy be compared aptly with the effect of 
the charter after the restoration of the Bourbons 
in France. The effect of the North American 
and French revolutions in developing great talent, 
need not be dwelt upon. 
The Seuth American revolution, in the midst 
‘ol all its vicissitudes ; and it has experienced many 
in the conflicting passions and interesis of indivi- 
duals, as well as through the intrigues of foreign 
vgeots, such es Lord Strangford and Yrujo is 
Brazil ; and Morillo and. Apadoca in otber quar 
ters ; aud the jealousy and rivalship of the chiefs 
in Buenos Ayres, Chili, Peru, Venezuela, and 
Mexico.

Among the decrees passed, we find one for the 
appropriation of a large tract of public lands to 
serve as the basis of A system of public credit— 
which we shall copy. It seems that an applica- 
tion was made by memorial by an association of 
persons fron’ Europe, who wished to make a 
settlement, to be governed by their owo internal 
adminisirstion ; this project appearing to tater- 
fere with the plans of the government of the fe- 
public, and tending to admit a power independ- 
ent of the general iawe, which was not allowable 
to the people at large, the plan was not acceded 
io; butthe proposers were assured of every pro 
tection and security, should they settle on the 
same terms as other people; and the decree, 
which we shall cite, appears to have been so s00n 
published io order to defiae the principles and to 
place the price of land to settlers on terms the 
Most simple and reasonable.

For the appropriation and sale af a certain 
portion of the public lands, for the service 
of government. 

By the Sovereign Congress of Venezuela, it is 
resolved, that, in order to establish the credit of 
government upon a solid basis— 

Art. 1. The supreme executive power of Ve 

nezuela is hereby authorized to apply five hua 
dred square leegues of the public lands of the re. 
oublic to the support of its liberty and indepen. 
dence. 
Art. 2 Each league so appropriated shall con- 
tain 5000 squace vares of Castile. 
Art. 3. 'Bhe price of land thus appropriated 
shall be determined by a special agreement be. 
tween the coniractivg parties: provided that the 
fanegada composed of ene hundred aud fifty 
vards of Custile being ef equal length aud breadih 
shall not be disposed of at less than one dollar; 
and that this minimum shall ceese in two years 
from the date of this deevee.
